CRONKRITE NOMINATED BY THE HOUSE DEMO- 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 6.—[Special]—The reg- 
ular caucus of the House Democrats was held 
at the St. Nicholas Hotel at 7:30 tonight. The 
Hon. Charles A. Keyes of Springfield very kindly 
moved that representatives of the press be per- 
mitted to remain, which was agreed to. Before 
the caucus met an army of place-hunters im- 
portuned the members for votes, but were ex- 
cluded while the work was in progress. The 
Cronkrite men came to the front first, and 
through E. R. E. Kimbrough threw out the olive 
branch by moving the election of C. E. Crafts, 
a Haines man, as permanent Presiding Officer, 
and Representatives Browning and Graham 
as Secretaries. Orafts made a speech exulting 
in Democratic National success and the oppor- 
tunity for organizing the House of Representa- 
tives. The call of the roll showed all the mem- 
bers present except Brachtendorf, Sharp of 
Bond, Sharp of Wabash, and O'Donnell of 
Kane, those present including the great strad- 
dler from Lake, who concluded to submit his 
claims in the regular way. The Cronkrite men 
got in their work at the start by offering a 
resolution providing for a secret ballot. The 
Haines men generally opposed this motion, but 
it was carried, though the vote was not an- 
nounced. 

D. T. Linegar placed E. L. Cronkrite in nom- 
ination, claiming for him wunfaltering loy- 
alty to the party and an unswerving advocacy 
of the rights of the people against railroad 
and other corporations. 

Representative James M. Dill of St. Clair, 
whois a stanch Morrison man, nominated 
Haines. While claiming to be a pure and selid 
Democrat, he said the party must recognize 
all men who stand in the ranks as Democrats, 
regardless of the length of service, It was in 
that way that the 40,000 Republican majority 
in the State had been cut down to 15,000 on 
the State ticket. His entire speech was an 
adroit plea for the nomination of Haines in 
order to make his vote for the party secure. 

C. A. Keyes of Sangamon seconded the nom- 
ination of Haines, declaring that Haines was a 
good enough Democrat for him. 

E. R. E. Kimbrough, in the name of the 
Young Democracy, seconded the nomination 
of Mr. Cronkrite in an eloquent speech. 

C. R. Crafts of Cook County seconded the 
nomination of Haines, referring to his services 
in the fight against the Harper High-License 
bill two years ago. 

The vote was then taken, each member de- 
positing his ballot as his name was read, Rep- 
resentatives Kimbrough and Varnell acting as 
tellers. Haines went out of the room when the 
nominating speeches were begun, and Cronk. 
rite did not vote, so that neither could be ac- 
cused of voting for himself. The reading of 
the votes was watched with great interest. This 

was intensified by the fact that both canai- 
dates were neck and neck all the way through. 
The secret ballot, however, dia the work for 
Haines, and Cronkrite was made the nominee, 
receiving 39 votes to 32 for Haines. Crpnkrite 
was made the unanimous nominee, and Haines 
was named ab the candidate for Temporary 
Speaker. 4 

Mr. Cronkrite was called for and made a 
speech of thanks, asking the support and as- 
sistance of the Democrats.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 6.—([Special.|—Mr.

The defeat of Haines by the Democratic cau- 
cus is largely due to the management of Kim- 
brough of Vermilion, Welch of Kendall, and 
Linegar of Alexander, who have won the fight 
over much greater odds than is generally un- 
derstooa. All the self-styled party mana- 
gers,’ the secret influence of the Morrison 
Senatorial boomers, and both party organs 
here were for Haines. Against this the Cronk- 
rite men battled bravely, and by their skillful 
management worked through the resolution 
for a secret ballot, and thus won a great vic- 
tory. The “party managers” are greatly 
chagrined at the result, and since Haines has re- 
gained his vaunted independence appear to be 
feartul that the organization of the House has 
been lost; but the loss of Haines is in part 
compensated by the gain of O'Donnell, who 
says tonight he will vote for Cronkrite. 

POSING AS A GRANGER.

CAMERON’s CANDIDACY FOR RE-ELECTION

IN PENNSYLVASIA. 

Wasnsineror, D. C., Jan. 6.—[{8pecial.|—It is 
a current belief among the Pennsylvania Re- 
publicans that Don Cameron will be returned 
te the Senate without much trouble. His 
father is managing hie case for him, and bas 
assured his boy that be has no doubt of bis re- 
election. Cameron could be defeated if there 
were any strong, popular mah among those 
opposed to him. The principal contestant for 
Cameron's seat is Tom Bayne of Pittsburg. 
Bayne is a Very efratic individual. He is given 
to doing eccentric things. He is too apt to act 
upon the first impulse that comes into his 
mind and then think it out after 
wards. Bayne is a tall, wiry-looking man, 
with a short body set upon 4 pair of 
long legs. He generally accentuates this pe- 
cullarity of his figute by Wearing very short 
coats and very tight trousers. He has the 
large, Tull eye of aman with a great flow of 
language. His forehead is high and broad. 
His nose is straight and square at the end. A 
long, flowing mustache that twists in and out 
falls over a grayish-brown beard which is 
carefully parted in the middle. 

AN EXCITABLE MAN, 

Bayne is aman of great energy and great 
excitability. He is very enthusiastic, but 
quite as indiscreet as he is ardent. He was a 
howting Blaine man before the Chicago Con- 
vention, and worked hard in his way for him 
then. Bayne, however, had had a quarrel with 
the President, and his support of Blaine at 
Chicago was largely spurred on by his 
hatred Of Arthur. He did fully as much 
berm as good. He was 830 rabid 
in his denunciations of Arthur as to detract 
very much from his highly-colored praise of 
Blaine. Bayne, by his assaults upon the Presi- 
dent during the last session of Congress, lost 
himself a great many friends in his own State. 
His opposition to Artbur came from the or- 
dinary and trivial cause of a disagreement as 
to the settlement of the patronage of the Pitts- 
burg district. Bayne might have found plenty 
of materia) for criticising the Administration, 
but there was not sufficient outward justifice- 
tion to warrant his fervid declamations, and as 
a necessary cousequence they reacted and in- 
jured their author more than the object of bis 
hot wrath. 

If it had not been for Bayne’s erratic course 
there might have been some chance for his se- 
curing pretty general support from the Blaine 
Republicans throughout the State. But the 
Camerons had very cordially supported the Re- 
pudliean ticket in the last campaign, and there 
has been no exewse for making an attempt to 
rally the Blaine innuenoe in the State against 
them. 80 Bayne has been left to run on his 
merits, and from al! that can be heard he will 
not run very far. Bayne is quite rich. He 
will probably be able to console bimself, as he 
is reGiected to Congress. 

DORSHEIMER. 

Mr. Dorsheimer, who came to Congress ber- 
alded by more promises of what he was going 
to do than any other member, for a number of 
years appears to have given up entirely any 
attempt to make a mark in Washington poli- 
tics. During the first session he was regu- 
lar in his attendance at the House 
and really gave a good deal of 
attention to public business. This year he 
comes uv to the House but little, and even 
when he does remains but a short time. He is 
one of the strongest proofs that a great local 
reputation may quickly be lost in the crucial 
test of Washington public life. When he was 
first elected to Congress be was announced as 
a possible candidate for the Speakership. He 
was also spoken of by some friends as a re- 
serve candidate for the Presidency. He was 
always very indolent and never took much 
pains to keep up with the class of men by 
whom he was surrounded. He was gradually 
dropped out of the upper counsels of the 
House, so that today there is not a single mem- 
ber ip it, not even excepting the late lamented 
Keifer, whose opinion is of less value. 


LEGISLATIVE CONTROLLERS. 

The I@Pislation of the House has always been 
controlied by a small number of men, members 
of the majority. These men are always lead- 
ers upon the floor, and act in harmony with the 
Their conferences are much more 
important than the action of any formal cau- 
cus of the members. These men control the 
work of every day. They assist the Speakerin 
grading members. They have as much to say 
asthe Speaker about who shall speak or be 
made prominent on the debates. William R. 
Morrison is today at the head of the floor com- 
mittee under Carlisle. Dorsheimer used to be 
invited to cobperate with Morrison's staff. It 
was soon discovered that all of Mr. Dors- 
heimer’s weight was purely physical.

The House calendar is today blocked by 
over a thousand bills which will never reach 
consideration. Those who think that the less 
legisiation the better ought to be satisfied 
with the situation. But the fact of it is the 
legislation of the past has been practically con- 
trolled, by the corporation interests of the 
country. They have gotien out of the Gov- 
ernment about ail that -public sentiment will 
tolerate tor the next quarter of a century. 
They are delighted with the present situation, 
for if they cannot secure any more favors they 
are reasonabiy certain of not having those of 
the past taken away from them.

LAND-GRANTS. 
THE SENATE PASSES THE BILE FORFEITING 
THE OREGON OBNTRAL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—|Special.|—The 
Senate has passed a bill to forfeit one land- 
grant—the Oregon Central—and it has not 
adopted the Morgan amendment. Mr. Morgan 
made a very strong fight for his amendment, 
and said that no matter what the press might 
say he wouid stand in the Senate to oppose a 
measure that he was pleased to call confisca 
tion. When the vote came, however, Mr. Mor- 
gan had but fifteen Senators for his amend- 
ment. The plan, therefore, of estublishing the 
precedent that this amendment shouid be 
added to every land-grant forfeiture bill bas 
failed. The Senators who may be disposed to 
take a different course as to the larger com- 
panies could scarcely justify themselves, bow- 
ever, in refusing to vote for the bill to forfeit 
this Oregon Central grant. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

WasHinoron, D. C., Jan. 6.—Today, on mo- 
tion ot Mr. Slater, the Senate resumed the con- 
sideration of the Oregon Centrai Land- Forteit- 
ure bill, and Mr. Morgan spoke in opposition to 
it. He (Morgan) moved to amend by adding to 
the bill the substance of the provisions which 
on his motion had been added to the Atlantic 
& Pacific Forfeiture bill, providing for a meth- 
od of judicial procedure for the ascertainment 
of the rights of any parties claiming under the

, The hour of 2 o’clock having arrived, consid- 
eration of the Inter-State Commerce bill was 
about to be resumed, but on motion of Mr. 
Slater the Benate, »y a vote of 23 yeas to 22 
nays, decided to lay that bill aside till tomor- 
row in order to cpntinue the consideration of 
the Oregon Central bill. - 

Mr. Morgan spoke at considerable length in 
advocacy of his proposed amendment. onds 


which were a lien on the road, he said, were 


outstanding in the hands of innocent varties, 
and whatever rights tntered to the holders of 
these bonds were rights that a court could best 
investigate and decide upon. “In God's 
name, said he, what sort of a Government 
have we got it the Judicial Department cannot 
be trusted to pass upon a titie? When did 
— 23 get its reputati or immaculate 
purfty to such an extent as t it rose above 
the reputation ot the Judges? When did 
we find the precincts of our courts 
tainted by gangs of foul lobbyists attempting 
to pervert the decisions of this court? It is 
not the courts such people visit—they visit 
Congress. They are not found about the Su- 
preme Court, but are often found in the lob- 
Dies of this body. I will not say that where 
the carcass is there the eagies gather together. 
for that would be unjust; but I will say this: 
that for serene, honest judgment, of perfect 
integrity, and one upon which the country can 
rest with satisfaction, commend me to the court 
rather than to any legislative body.“ 

Mr. Slater replied to Mr. Morgan, and main- 
tained that Mr. Morgan's amendment was un- 
necessary. The bondholders’ rights were shown 
by the grant. They had such rights as the 
granting act gave them, and could have no 
more. Mr. Slater denied that this was a case 
of confiscation. It was a case of reversion or 
forfeiture because of conditions broken. 

Mr. volph said a portion of the lands granted 
to the Oregon Company had been earned by 
the construction of the corresponding portion 
of the road within the time specified in the act 
granting the lands. The portion to which 
the pending bill related had not 
been earned. The condition su bse- 
quent on which the had been 
made was not fulfilled, and not being fulfilled 
the grant became void. It was not within the 
power of Congress, Mr. Dolph said, to cut off 
in a bili ot this character, the acquired rights 
of any citizen. The rights of all could be as 
be in court in spite of any act of Congress. 

After further argument Mr. Morgan's amena- 
ment was rejected—yeas, 15; nays, 28. The 
bill was then read a third time and passed with- 
out division. Before the announcement of the 
vote on his amendment Mr. Morgan changed 
his vote from yea to nay, and on the passage of 
the bill gave immediate notice of a motion to 
reconsider.

THE TERMS OF THE BILL. — 

The bill applies to such portions only of the 
lands as lie adjacent to and coterminous with 
the nucompleted portion of the line. After 
deciaring such lands forfeited it provides that 
persons already actually settled thereon 
shall have the preference in the right 
of entry thereto under the homestvad 
laws, such entry to be considered of the 
date of actual settiement. The price of the even 
numbered sections of the forfeited lands is re- 
duced to $1.25 per acre. The bill also repeais 
the act ef. March 3, 1875, which permitted 
actual settlers on the lands subsequently for- 
feited to locate elsewhere, without extra cost, 
an amount of land equal to their first holding. 
The bill now returns to the House, having 
originated there. In the present shape it dit- 
fers materially from the form in which it came 
to the Senate, the House bill having declared 
forfeited all lands granted to the company. 


. THE WHISKY QUESTION. 
NEW REGULATIONS TO CONFORM WITH SHE 
OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Wasninoros, D. C., Jan, 6.—[{Special,.|— 
Secretary McCulloch remarked this afternoon 
that the talk about opposition by the President 
or Cabinet to the proposed reijef of the whisky 
men was sheer nonsense. I have never men- 
tioned the subject to the President and I have 
no idea that he bas ever given it any consider- 
ation. It was simply a matter for the Tregs- 
ury Department to act upon, and the Treasury 
bas acted.“ Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue Evans epoke in the same way. 

Wasntnetor, D. C., Jan. 6.—The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue today issued a 
circular, which is approved by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, in regard to the assessment and 
exportation of spirits. After quoting the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General on the subject, the 
circular says: 

There being no doubt of the legal right of an 
owner to export spirits free of tax, and no ob- 
jection being seen to giving tune reasonably 
and fairly necessary therefor, in deference to 
the above Opinion the following modifications 
of the instructions of this office governing the 
assessment and exportation of domestic spirits 


are issued: 

“ Hereafter Collectors will list and report 
monthly on Form 23 for assessment all spirits 
whieb have remained in warehouse more than 
three years from the date of warehousing. 
The bonds, except such as are covered by 
transportation on ex bonds, shall be 
filed with and duly approved by them prior to 
the date of the prepara of the lists, and of 
the conditions of which bonds there has been 
no breach. The Collectors will also report 
spirits for assesgment which have remained in 
a distillery warehouse more than three yearg 
from the date of the warehousing bond, al- 
though covered by transportation or exporta- 
tion bonds. In cage the spirits are. 
not withdrawn from the warehouse twith- 
in the time named in the bond for 
the delivery of spirits at the port 
from which — 4 to be exported, all appli- 
cations of pri sureties for the extension 
of ume in any tion or exportation 
bond corditioned for the delivery of 5 
the Collector of Cuktoms or for tie ire 
thereof on board ship should be in writing, 
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curement of bills of lading (which under the law 
must be furnished before the spirits can be 
withdrawn from the warehouse); also the nec- 
essary delays whicn may occur in promptly 
securing ocean trausportation to the port of 
destination. Collectors will be ul that the 
required d of intention export is 
clear and explicit, and that this and all other 
proceedings are in good faith; that export 
stamps are paid for, taxes deficiences paid, 
bonds with ample security furnished, and all 
steps taken which under the law are incl 
dental to this transaction, by which, 
in the language of the Attorney-General, 
spirits are transformed into different subject- 
matter from that upon which the distillery 
warehouse bond bad operated, and which, in 
his opinion, frees spirite for the time being 
from any obligation for domestic tax.“ 


PENSIONS. 
A RAID UPON THE BARPIES BY THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—| Special.}—The 
House today devoted itself to a raid upon the 
Washington pension agents, led by Congress- 
guan Warner of Ohio. It appears that the 
amendment of the last session was made retro- 
active, and that the claim agents have taken 
ad vantage of it, and have demanded as obliga- 
tory and received from some thousands of 
pensioners whose claims have been adjudi- 
eated the difference between the tormer fee 
of $10 and tme contract fee of $25. 
Contracts to the number of some 90,000, Gen. 
Warner asserted, have been executed by pen- 
sion claimants, and are pouring into the Pen- 
gion Office at the rate of some 20,000 per 
month. Gen. Goff of West Virginia asserted 
that the law itself is not to blame, but that the 
harples who practice as claim agents have 
placed their own construction upon the act, 
and bave in effect deceived and bulldozed the 
claimants. 

IN DETAIL. 

Wasntnorton, D. G., Jan. 6.—The House to- 
day went into Committee ot the Whole, with 
Mr. Rogers of Arkansas in the chair, on jhe 
Pension Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Hancock explained the provisions of the 
bill, which appropriates $59,976,000, or $24,000 
less than the estimates. 7 

Mr. Warner of Ohio inVeighed against the 
abuses which existed under the present Pen- 
sion law in the matter of compensation allowed 
claim agents, and declared t the piracy of 
the Middie Ages was an honest cali- 
ing compared with the operations of 
claim agents in the City of Washington. 
They claimed to be the friends of soldiers, but 
they were the kind of friends to soldiers that 
wolves were to sheep. This claim business 
in Washington was entirely too profitable. He 
had prepared an amendment which would if 
enacted into a law remedy the evils of the 
present system. It was to limit the fees of 
ageuts to $10, payable only, when a claim was 
allowed, but to allow special written céntracts 
for $26 to be entered into between claimant 
and agent residing in the same State and coun- 
ty with him. 

Mr. Randall said at the last session the House 
adopted a proposition to remedy, the evils ex- 
isting, but the Senate refused to concur in it. 
In the .conference committee islation has 
been formulated which was enacted into a law, 
and under this law the abuses complained ot 
by the gentleman from Ohio had crept in. 

J. D. Taylor of Ohio attacked the Committee 
on Pensions, Bounty, and Back Pay, and cbhar- 
acterized it as the graveyard of all pension leg- 
islation. 7 

Mr. Warner of Ohio replied in vindication of 
the action of the committee. 

In the course of further debate, Mr. 
Keifer having the floor, he was 
interrupted several times by Mr. Warner. 
Keifer declined to yield, and expressed the be- 
lief that it was very unfair for the gentleman 
who had consuwed nearly an hour in vindicat- 
ing bimself and his committee to insist on in- 
terrupting © speakers. Mr.Warner replied 
that be had not consumed as much time in vin- 
dicating himself asthe gentleman trom Onio 
had spent the last session in attempting 
to vindicate himself. Mr. Keifer asked 
the Chair to bare a good deal 
of forbearance towards the gentieman 
from Ohio, because it was constitutional with 
him to interrupt. In the discussion of the bill 
Mr. Keifer entered bis protest against the 
whole system of pension claim agents, and ex- 
pressed his disapproval at the proposed reduc- 
tuon of pension agents from eighteen to twelve. 

The bill baving been read for amendments, 
Mr. Everhart offered @ proviso that all appli- 
cants fgr pensions shall be presumed to have 
had no disability at the time of enlistment, but 
such presumption may be rebutted. Adopted. 

Mr. Rogers of Arkansas offered an amend- 
ment providing that no agent shall receive any 
fee for his services in pension cases until the 
allowance of the claim; that all fees shall be 
paid pension agents, and that such fees 
shall be $10, except in cases of a special writ- 
ten contract filed in the Pension-Office, when a 
fee of $25 may be contracted for. A violation 
of this provision ig punishable by afine and 
imprisonment. 

Mr. Warner offered an amendment to the 
amendment, limiting special contracts to the 
claimant and a claim agent residing in the 
same State. Agreed to. 

Mr. Rogers’ amendment, as amended, was 
adopted. 

On motion of Mr. O'Hara an amendment was 
adopted providing that the mode and manner 
provided for in the regulations for the payment 
of white pensioners snail appiy to all pension- 
ers. 

Mr. Matson offered an amendment increasing 
the rate of pensions to widows and minor chil- 
dren to $12 per month, Ruled out on a point 
of order. 

The committee rose and the bill passed. 
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THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 
ITS FRIENDS WILL AGAIN TRY ro FIX A DAY 
FOR Irs CONSIDBRATION. 

WasuinorTos, D. C., Jan. 6.—(Special. |—The 
friends of the Bankruptcy bili will make an- 
other effort before the session ends to bring 
the bili to a vote, or atleast to fix a time for 
its consideration, There was talk among them 
today of making au attempt the third Monday 
in the month through the Judiciary Committte 
to have the rules suspended and a day set for 
the consideration of the bill. It is not probable 
that the Judiciary Committee will be called the 
third Monday in January, and the next attempt 
to bring the bill before the House cannot 
be made before the first or third 
Monday in February. Either date will be too 
late for any ＋ of action by this Congress 
There were 112 absentees recorded. 
them are men who oppose the bill, and had 
there been a full House the necessary two- 
thirds could not have been obtained to fix a 
day for its consideration. Meet were held 
in New York this afternoon in favor of the 
bill, and its friends throughout the country 
are pouring in telegrams urging the necessity 
of further efforts in its bebalf, The prospect 
now is, however, that nothing will be done by 
this Congress. 


TREATY TALE. 
4 GREAT DBAL OF OPPOSITION TO THB SPANISH 
MEASU BE, 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Jan. 6.—|Special.|—The 
injunction of secrecy having been removed 
from the Spanish treaty, Senators speak more 
openly about ft than either of the other treaties, 
and the general drift of comments upon it in- 
dicates a good deal of opposition. The

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 6.—[Special.]—The 
Secretary of the Treasury has sent to the 
House an estimate of the cost of collecting the 
revenues at each port of entry for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1886. It is based upon 
existifig law and the present organization of 
the customs service. If, however, the consoli- 
dation of customs districts recommended by 
the late Seoretary Folger should be made, the 
cost of the service would be greatly reduced, 
while its efffeiency would not be impaired. The

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SECRETARY M’CULLOCH. 
HE BELIBVES THE BUSINESS DEPRESSION HAS 
TOUCHED BOTTOM. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 6,—[Special.)— 
Secretary McCulloch states that be has been 
misrepresented in reference to the business 
depression. The Secretary says be has not ex- 
pressed the opinion that greater depression is 
to be expected. On the contrary, he thinks 
that every indication points to better times, 
unless Congress is guilty of some grave error. 
In reference to the revenues, he does 
not think the increase of the debt in No- 
vember and mber can be repeated. The 
revenues for January will be greater than for 
either of the preceding months, and February 
will doubtiess show a more pronounced im- 
provement. The change for the better in the 
revenues, as in the business of the country, 
will be very gradual, and will probably 
date from the lst of January, when the depres- 
sion reached its worst. The agitation of the 
silver question, and long delay and uncertain- 
ty as to the course to be pursued, would lead 
to a hoarding of gold that would soon make its 
ill effects very apperen®& As to his alleged refer- 
ence to the necessity for the immediate and rad- 
ical readjustment of the revenue system, com- 
mercial relations, and industrial policy, it is 
known that the Secretary has advanced no ar- 
guments more urgent or materially differing 
from the recommendations of his annual re- 
port upon these subjects. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 
A DISPOSITION IN THE SENATE TO POSTPONE 
LEGISLATION AS TO THEIR DEBTS. 

WasninotTon, D. C., Jan. 6.—|Special.}—It 
appegrs that the Senate Judiciary Committee 
have not yet made any real progress with the 
subject of the indebtedness of the Pacific rail- 
road system to the United States Government, 
Senator Garland of the sub-committee to whom 
the matter was reterred bas given it attention, 
and has gone so far as to prepare a bill which 
is understood to be a sort of compromise be- 
tween the Thompson bill and the Edmunds 
proposition. It is not so favorable to the rail 
road companies as the sixty-year bond propo- 
sition nor yet so rigid as the Thompson bill. 

Senator Van Wyck is preparing a speech 
upon the [nter-State Commerce bill, in which 
he intends to show how railroad stocks are 
watered, and to what extent railroade discrimi- 
nate against the people; the debtjof the Pacific 
Kailroad, how it has accumulated, and how 
slow Cougress is in providing for a settlement. 


THE RIVERS. 
THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSISSIPPI con- 
MISSION TRANSMITTED TO CONGRESS. 

Wasnixgrox, D. C., Jan. 6,—The annual re- 
port of the Mississippi River Commission was 
today transmitted to Congress. In speaking of 
the construction of works and referring to the 
flood which occurred in the latter pert of last 
February, the Commigsioner says the river re- 
mained high for a long period and but little 
work could be done before the lst of July. 
The damage to work was on, the whole less than 
might have been anticipated. The dikes sue 
tained much less injury than had been the case 
in former years, due no doubt to the improved 
methods of construction which have been 
adopted, but thes revetment work, much of 
which has been left incomplete, suffered se- 
verely. During the present season all the 
* bas been repaired. The fund available 
will about exhausted Jan. 1, 1885, and 
though it ie hoped and expected by that time 
that the season's work will be left in a much 
better shape than heretofore, yet much more 
satisfactory results might haye been secured 
had the appropriation for that purpose been 

The caving banks within the 
improvement are very er- 
tensive and the means at te a 
quate to complete their protection. The cay- 
ing of these banks has given serious trouble 
necessitating many changes in the plans. and 
in many instances bas jeopardized the whole 
system of contraction works ut in to 
control and deepen the navigation of the 
channel. This danger will continue until these 
banks are secured, which will require a con- 
siderabie expenditure and should be completed 
in one season if practicable. 

During the low-water season of 1883 no more 
than six feet of water were found through the 
New Madrid and Memphis reaches. The case 
this year was but little better. It would seem 
advisable to extend the work to these reaches 
as soon as possible, as such a course would 
open to improved nayigation about 250 miles 
of the mver from Cairo down, or about one- 
fourth of the distance to New Orleans, and 
nearly one-half of the total distance which 
requires extensive N The com- 
mission has prepared plans for beginning the 
work on these reaches and will take them in 
band as soon as the funds placed at its disposal 
will justify such action. 

It is also deemed essential to the work al- 
ready done and a necessary part of the plan of 
improvement that the revetment of the banks, 
which are cav in with such rapidity as to 
interfere with embarrass navigation, should 
be at once undtrtaken and earried forward 
systematically, beginumg with Cairo and pro- 
gressing down-stream, precedenge and time 
being given to those places where the caving 
is most rapid or injurious. Throdghout the 
portion of the river lying between the reaches

INDIAN LEASES. 
INVESTIGATION OOMMENCED BY THE 
SENATE COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—The investiga- 
tion of the Indian land cases was begun by 
the Senate Committee on Indian’ Affairs today. 
Johu H. Scott, agent for several tribes in the 
Indian Territory, was called. All tribes under 
his charge, he said, had l¢ased portions of their 
lands. The Poneas had leased 50,000 acres, or 
one-half of their possessions, at $17,000 per 
annum. The land was not sub-let, but occu- 


pied by Sherburne, lessee, for grazing pur- 
poses. The present policy of leasing the wit- 
ness considered the best. He was asked if the 
price paid by Sherburne was a fair one, but was 
not prepared to express an opinion on this point. 
He thought, bowever, it would bring more 
if open to competition. The Nez Perces leased 
a portion of their reservation for $2,000 a year. 
The Pawnees leased 127,000 acrés at three cents 
per acre for the term of ten years. The wit- 
ness was present and advised the Indians in 
making some of these leases. Since public at- 
tention bas been so widely called to this mat- 
ter witness thought the lands might now be 
ieased for a higher price. 

John O. Tufts, agent of five civilized tribes, 
testified that the Cherokee strip, 200 miles long 
and fifty-six miles wide, was leased to an asso- 
ciation for $100,000 a year. The land would 
now probably rent for $50,000 more. The wit- 
ness beard rumors of irregular payments of 
money to secure the lease, but could not trace 
them toa reliable source. Recess until evening. 

This evening several witnesses were exam- 
ined, all of whom were lessees of land from the 
Cheyennes and Arapaboes, as follows: H. L. 
Newman, St. Louis, 336,000 acres; A. G. Evans, 
St. Louis, 456,000; W. E. Mulalley, Caldwell, 
Kas., 500,000; Edwin Tenlon, Leavenworth, 
Kas,, 564,000. The testimony ot the witnesses, 
similar in general purport, may be briefly sum- 
marized. These gentlemen filed applications 
with Agent Miles of the Cheyennes and Arapa- 
hoes for leases, and Miles said to them he 
thought inasmuch as the lands were not pro- 
ducing anything for the Indians it would be 
for their interest to lease them. e thereupon 
called a council of the tribe and represented 
the matter to them in a favorable light, stat- 
ing, according to Mulalley, who was 
that the Secretary of the 
favorably of the proposition.

NEW YORK. 
PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND'S RETIREMENT 
FROM OFFICE. 


AtBAny, N. T., Jan. 6.——-|Special.}|—Goy, 
Cleveland retired to private life at 1 o'clock to- 
day, when his brief message of resignation 
was accepted by the Legislature. Among his 
last official acts was the granting of three par- 
dons. The case of ex-County Treasurer Bork 
of Buffaio was not, as had been predicted, in 
the number. The Governor said this evening: 
“TI have not even looked at the papers in the 
matter. It would not have been proper for 
me to pass judgment on them, as | was the 
prisoner's counsel.” During his term he re- 
ceived 963 applications for pardon. Of these 
79 were granted, 491 were denied, 47 commuta- 
tions and 1 respite were granted, leaving 345 
cases to be passed without prejudice to Gov, 
Hin. 

While Gov. Cleveland was awaiting the or- 
ganization of the Legisiature a party of 200 
members of the Canadian Snow-Shoe Club of 
Montreal, dressed in their picturesque flunne! 
garments, paid their respects to the next Pres!i- 
dent. M. La Pierre, the President, delivered 
to Mr. Cleveland an address handsomely en- 
grossed in French and English on parohment. 
After referring to the blending of the French, 
English, and American flags by this visit of 
French-Canadians to the United States the ad- 
dress says:; As citizens of the neighboring 
country, whose interests and aspirations are 
closely identified with those of the 
inhabitants of this Republic, we 
sincerely bope that our relations

Fifthly, there seems to be no occasion whatever 
for the use of money in procering nominations 
other than for printing tickets and hiring voting- 
places and conveyances. It would seem to be wise 
and proper, if not necessary, to define and restrict 
the uses and purposes to which money may be ap- 
plied by candidates for nomination and their 
friends, and to punish more severely than is now 
provided any violation of law tn this regard. 


LICENSE. 


The Governor then recommends the total re- 
peal of legal discriminations on account of 
color, and, after discussing the liquor question 
at some length, says: 


The advantages of a license system are obvious. 
The relief furnished to the taxpayers in 1883 by the 
Scott law may be cited as one of its benetitse. It 
supplies the money required to pay the expenses 
caused to the Commonwealth by excessive drink- 
ing. But it does more. Under this system men of 
bad repute can be prevented from engaging in the 
traffic, low dives can be broken up, those who 
conduct it illegally can be dented renewals of their 
licenses, saloons can be kept away from situations 
where they give offense. the hours and methods of 
the traffic can be regulated, and generally this 
business, while protected in ite lawful exercise, 
can be kept within that strict Control necessary to 
preserve its usefulness with the minimum of dan- 
gers. 

HOCKING VALLEY, . 


The troubles in the Hocking Valley are made 
the text for a disquisition on capital and labor, 
and the following conclusions are reached: 


The mine-owners have the right to prosecute 
their business without being subjected to such 
birden. The State owes them protection, and if 
the ordinary methods prove unavailing others 
should bé devised ; 

For this purpose I recommend the following: 

First, that in cases of lawlesness beyond the con-

MEETING OF THE LEGISLATURE—THE POLITIC- 
AL OUTLUOK. 

Col uunvs, O., Jan. 6.—[Special.|~—The Ohio 
Legislature assembied in adjourned session 
this afternoon and the annual message of Gov. 
Hoadly was read. Below is given an abstract 
of the message: 

The most important event of the last year is the 
election of the President and Vice-Presidem of 
the United States for the term of four years, to be- 
gin March 4, 1885. The majority of the people of 
Ohio did not vote forthe gentlemen who were 
elected, but lam sure lexpress their sentiments 
when I say they bear the successful candidates 
noth but good will. and ok forward to the com- 
ing Administration with patriotic hope for its un- 
qualified success, while President Arfhur retires 
to private life with their respect. The 
country is to be congratulated on  hav- 
ing again escaped the dangers of a dispute 
over the res ults, and it is to be hoped that another 
election may not take place without the establish- 
ment of some permanent system which shall avoid 
the probability, if not the possibility, of a contest- 
ed succession to the Presidency. The Electoral 
system has long since been outgrown and sup- 
planted by the party conventions, whose members 
are the real Rlectors, charged with the duty of 
presenting candidates between whom the people 
may choose. By common consent the working of 
the Constitution has thus been modified, and the 
colleges of Electors of the several States rendered 
superfluous. If this fact were recognized, and the 
services of these Electors dispensed with, and 
especially if in each State the Electoral vote were 
distributed between the candidates in proportion 
to the popular vote cast for each, it would seem 
as if most, if not all, the dangers attending our 
quadrennial choice of President and Vice-Pres- 
ident would be avoided, and that the coun- 
try might then look forward to these elections, not 
as menacing convulsions, but as peaceful expres- 
sions of public opinion. The smaller States will 
pever consent to give up their advantages in the 
Electoral count, but there seems tobe no reason 
why a body of citizens numbering more than half a 
million, and outnumbered by a few hundred only. 
as in New York, should be deprived of all power in 
the choice of the National Bxecutive, or 
why the mincrity in Vermont, Maine, and 
Ohio, if those States persist in maintaining 
their September end October elections of 
State officers, should lose all their power, and 
with it so much of their interest as y now do, 
in the choice of President and Vice-President. [ 
therefore renew the recommendation of my in- 
augural address, that the election of State and 
county officers in the years when Electors of Pres-

Since 1634, when John Colton preached a po- 
litical sermon before the incoming 
Legisiature, it is not recorded that 
the custom has been abandoned more than 
three times—viz.: 1752 and 1764, when small- 
pox was prevaient in Boston, and this year, 
when the custom is finally abandoned.

Inp1A, the San Francisco Chronicle thinks, 
cannot compete with the Northwest or Cali- 
fornia ir the production of wheat. It costs 
the whea -growers of India to raise wheat 
and ship it to Delhi, which like Chicago is a 
primary. market, one and a third cents a 
pound, but the freight from Delhi to the sea- 
board is a third of a cent a pound, as against 
a quarter of a cént from Chicago to New 
York. A great deal of Indian wheat has to 
be raised with the help of irrigation. This 
being undertaken at present as a Government 
enterprise gives the Hindoo farmers that ad- 
vantage, but this is an unthrifty policy 
which the Government of India cannot con- 
tinue. “The great decline in the price of 
wheat has checked the sales by India to such 
an extent that in the first six months of 1884 
its exports were only 11,125,000 bushels, as 
against 20,513,000 bushels in the correspond- 
ing month of 1888. ‘The crop of India this 
year as calculated by Consul-General Leonard 
of Calcutta amounts to 244,000,000 bushels, 
of which India will use 200,000,000 for her 
own consumption and will have 44,000,000 
for export to England. ‘The crop this year is 
not as large as that of last year, which was 
299,000, 000. = >. . 


PRODUCE GOING AROUND CHICAGO. 
The same jealousy between railroad men 


which gives the public the benefit of ‘ cut 
rates almost before the ink is dry on a new 
pooling bargain never to cut rates any more 
is bringing to light many interesting facts of 
the discriminations of the Western roads 
against Chicago. These might never become 
| known if the railroad men would not tell“ 
on each other. An instance is afforded by 
the information given us by a railroad official 
at St. Paul with regard to the diversion of 
business from Chicago to the advantage of 
thé Milwaukee and Ludington route across 
the lake. Ninety per cent of the flour man- 
ufactured in the Northwest is going East that 
way instead of coming to its natural point of 
distribution here. Large quantities of grain 
are also going forward by that route anda 
considerable proportion of the return freight 
from the East is being hauled back on the 
same line. The rolling stock of the lines on 
either side of Lake Michigan terminating at 
Milwankee and Ludington is worked, it is 
asserted by our informant, to its uttermost 
capacity to carry tonnage from Montana, 
Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Kansas, and even part of Illinois 
around Chicago and eastward by this trans- 
Michigan route. Our St. Paul correspondent 


remarks: 

For some unaccountable reason these routes 
are allowed two cents per 100 pounds less than 
the rates by Chicago, and not being in the Rast- 
ern pool ean make any rate they see fit to take 
the freight, and they havé made one of five 
cents per 100 pounds. Here are the Michigan 
Central, Lake Shore, Nickel-Plate, Chicugo & 
Atlantic, and Fort Wayne Roads, all discharg- 
ing men, and ali have miles af cars lying idle on 
account of no business and all suffering on ac- 
oount of the Milwaukee routes having the richt 
to make a rate of from two cénts to five cents 
less than vin Chicago. Mr. Fink and the trunk 
lines from Buffalo do not care, as they get the 
freight; but their Western connections and the 
Pennsylvania Company suffer from loss in 
revenue. 


Why de the Chicago railroads permit this 
cut-throat state of things? They are called 
able, sagacious, far-seeing men; but they 
have a singular way of exhibiting their rail- 
road talent as exemplified in allowing their 
competitors to get away with their legitimate 
business. 

Railroad discriminations are hitting Chi- 
eago-on_ every side. While it is losing its 
profits on bandling this business that is now 
diverted by Ludington ahd Milwaukee, its 
lumber business is slipping awuy, going di- 
rect from the mills in the Northwest to the 
markets in the West and Southwest. As 
was stated in Our annual review, Jan. 1, the 
wholesale trade of the city has been injured 
during the winter by the course of the rail- 
roads in delivering Eastern goods as cheaply 
in the interior west of here as in Chicago. 
This is one of the reasons why the whole- 
sale mereantile business of Chicago is not 
gaining as much ground of late years rela- 
tively to the growth of the West in wealth 
and population as it should. 

It is impossible to see how the railroads 
can conceive it te be for their interest to in- 
jure their best customer, which Chicago cer- 
tainly is. If there were a National Raijroad 
Commission, with such powers as are exer- 
cised by our IIlinois Commissioners, the 
roads could be disciplined for any acts of dis- 
crimination which could be proved against 
them. Our citizens, since they have no such 
protection, could do much in their own be-

ness-men, to which the railroads are usually 
inelined to give a good hearing. 

There is something of the inevitable, too, 
it must be recognized, in the seeking of new 


_outlets for the movement of produce and 


merehandise. A great deal of the stuff that 
goes around Chicago, in a physical sense, is 
still moved on Chicago orders and with Chi- 


cago money, and pays its toll to Chieago en- 


terprise. One great point for the exercise of 
Chicago energy and the display of the busi- 
ness presclence that makes cities as well as 
men rich is the development of the manu- 
factures of Chicago. By building up Chicago 
in its manifest destiny as one of the greatest 
manufacturing places in the country we shall 
originate here a tonnage which ordinary rail- 
road discriminations cannot take away, for 
the railroads will have to come here to get it. 
Our future rests much more on the growth 
of our industries than on our efforts to re- 
tain the handling of grain, lumber, and other 
raw materials for mere transshipment unless 
something is done to secure better treatment 
from the roads. 


FRANCE AND CHINA. 

The drift of events in France seems to be 
in the direction of war with China. Hitherto 
her operations against the Celestials have 
been of a desultory kind, mainly confined to 
the bombardment of Foo Chow by way of men- 
ace, the occupation of a porton the island 
of Formosa, more for her own convenience 
than anything else, and skirmishing around 
in ‘Tonquin,’ without any serious result. 
There has been no formal declaration of war 
between the two Powers, but it is evident 
this bellicose condition of things cannot last 
long without an open rupture and the inau- 
guration of a long and expensive war. 

The action of the French. Government 
points directly to such a war. Heavy credits 
have been voted and reinforcements are on 
the road. The resignation of Gen. Campe- 
non, the Minister of War, who is not in sym- 
pathy with the aggressive and martial policy 
of M. Ferry, and the appointment of Gen. 
Lewal to be his successor, who is in com- 
plete sympathy with him and has the reputa- 
tion of, being what we should call a filibuster, 
are very significant in the same direction. As 
the views of Admiral Peyron, the Minister of 
Marine, are also in accord with those of 
Gen. Lewal, M. Ferry will have no opposi- 
tion in carrying out his ideas, and no one 
need be surprised, before the year is fat ad- 
vanced, to hear that the French are marching 


on Pekin. 

In China as well as in France there seems 
to be a determination to have war. The 
Chinese have refused, and justly too, to pay 
France the heavy indemnity she claims for 
what was an unintentional mistake on the 
partof the Government, and are making their 
preparations for a long and stubborn contest; 
and it will be one of that character without 
question. They have plenty of men to 
utilize and can sacrifice thousands of them 
without feeling the loss. Their only defi- 
ciency is in drill and training, and this they 
are seeking to overcome by employing Ger 
man officers, hundreds of whom are in the 
service of the Government, to put their army 
on a war footing. Their courage has never 
been called in question when they have Gon- 
fidence in their officers. As against this Vast 
multitude of men France can have little to 
hope except a long and expensive war. It 
will add immensely to her financial burdens 
and it will tend to breed further dis- 
content at home. It will menace her 
with dangerous complications growing out of 
the various commercial interests which may 
be imperiled. It will exaet a fearful toll of 
money and blood even if she is successful, 
and it does not appear, even in that event, 
that she has sufficient to gain to compensate 
her. England, of course, is willing that she 
should go to war, and will take good éare 
that she does not interfere with any of her 
interests, and Germany is willing that she 
should take any step that will weaken her, 
No other Power in Europe will interfere, and 
it is probably the absence of any European 
protest that is encouraging France to take 
this dangerous position; but the compensa- 
tion she will have to pay to the piper will be 
heavy. 


THE WHISKY AND TOBACCO TAXES. 

The House of Representatives did a very 
fair day’s work on reassembling after the 
holiday recess by sending to limbo two yery 
objectionable bills—one for the repeal of cer- 
tain internal taxes and the other for the in- 
definit enlargement of the swollen pension 
rolls—and another of doubtful expediency: 
the Lowell Bankrupt bill in its present very 
defective shape. Two of these measures 
have already passed the Senate, but after the 
action of the House in refusing to take them 
from their regular places on the calendar it 
is not likely that any one of the three will 
be able to secure consideration at any time 
during thé remainder of the present short 
session. 

The Hiscock Revenue bill is simply a 
shrewd device to secure Southern support 
for the permanent maintenance, and most 
likely the increase, of the present high tariff. 
It follows in the line of Randall’s recent 
speeches in the South. It proposes to repeal 
the tax on tobaceo and cigars, Jiquors distilled 
from fruits, and alcohol used in the arts and 
manufactures. The efféct would be to remit 
so large a revenue that an increase of the 
tariff would soon be necessary to meet the 
rapidly enlarging pension appropriations. 
The exemption from taxation of liquors dis- 
tilled from fruits would open up enormous 
opportunities for fraud on distillations from 
grain. Peach brandy and apple-jack would 
increase to such an extent that corn and rye 
whisky would nominally disappear. Frauds 
of this kind would impair the revenue from 
whisky even to a larger amount than the 
revenue actually surrendered from fruit 
spirits, and there would bea universal de- 
mand for the removal of all whisky taxes. Ihe 
abolishment of the internal-revenue system, 
which is the natural and immediate result of 
the passage of the IIiscock-Randall bill, 
would entail a loss of $115,000,000 of annual 
revenue, which would wipe out the surplus 
and the sinking fund and force the Govern- 
ment to run into debt to meet the current ex- 
penses or to increase the tariff taxes up to the 
very verge of prohibition. 

The selfishness and ignorance of the South- 
ern politicians were exposed by the forty- 


four votes which they contributed in favor of. 


this bill. It is said that every Southern 
member representing a district in which spir- 
its are distilled from fruits to any extent, 
and that very many of those who represent 
tobacco-growing districts, voted for it. If 
the bill had been broader in scope and em- 
braced a remission of the entire whisky tax 
it is probable that the Southern vote would 
have been almost unanimous in favor of it. 
Yet it is well known to every student of po- 
litical economy that the tax on whisky is 
paid by those who drink it, and not by those 


‘who make it. andthe tax on cigars and to- 


baeco by those who smoke and chew, and 
not by the planters who grow the leaf; and 
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by a surrender of the revenue from 
the taxation of whisky and tobacco. 
The revenue-reformers of the Democratic | 
party will probably find little comfort in the 
knowledge that forty-four of their Southern 
colleagues voted for à total remission of the 
tobacco tax and a partial remission of the 
whisky tax, and that stili more of them would 
have voted for a more comprehensive meas- 
ure. In the face of this dense ignorance of 
the principles of political economy among 
the Southern politicians, the Democratic par- 
ty will certainly make small headway to- 
wards revenue reform. 

Mr. Randall evidently knew what he was 
doing when he recently went into the South 
to preach a repeal of the whisky and tobacco 
taxes. He will probably have a formidable 
following in the next Congress—if not 
enough to elect him Speaker, still enough to 
place him in the leadership on the floor and 
to head off any movement for the reduction 
of tariff taxes. If the Democrats repeal the 
whisky and tobacco taxes they will find it 
necessary long before the end of Cleveland’s 
term to increase the tariff taxes, reimpose the 
duties on tea and coffee, and perhaps even to 
resort to an income tax. This course will 
hurry them forward to their own destruction. 


SHOOTING SETTLERS. 

The news from Kansas with regard to the 
movement of a detachment of regular troops 
against the Oklahoma boomers who have 
invaded the Indian Territory is very sug- 
gestive of the new sport ef shooting poachers 
which has sprung into popularity in England. 
An English sportsman gives an indignant de- 
scription in a recent number of the Pali Mall 
Gazette of this new amusement. Everybody, 
according to English public opinion, has a 
right to kill a poacher. A gamekeeper is a 
licensed killer, He shoots cats, weasels, 
crows, poachers, and other vermin equally. 
So popular are the encounters be- 
tween the keepers and the poachers 
that it is becoming a practice among young 
farmers of the more brutal kind to join the 
keepers’ gangs to enjoy the battle. The rank 
and fashion of England not long since ar- 
rayed themselves on the side of the poor 
doves, who were the victims of the practice 
of shooting from a trap. There has just 
been an outburst of indignation In England 
against keepers who shoot cats. But the 
poacher does not enlist the sympathy that 
flows for the pigeon, and shooting a poacher 
appears to be very much less than shooting a 
eat. The poacher is not a burglar, not a 
garroter—he simply steals rabbits and pheas- 
ants. But the aristocratic interest is so keen 
in game and so listless in men that it has 
become an accepted doctrine that it is per- 
fectly right to take the life of a man in order 
to protect the life of a rabbit. 

When we read of the rapid movement of 
Col. Hatch with a company of troops of the 
regular army into the Oklahoma section of 
the Indian Territory to fight with the set- 
tlers who are seeking homes there, it is im- 
possible not to see a parallel between shoot- 
ing settlers and shooting poachers. Col. 
Hatch’s troops are well equipped, and he 
says that ashe will have two Hotchkiss guns 
and skilled gunners he will not risk a man 
in short-range fighting, but will retire and 
open on the “‘boomers’” camp with long- 
range guns. The people in the boomer 
camp are settlers seeking homes in the fertile 
lands of the Indian Territory. They 
do net go there to kill and de- 
stroy; their mission is the peaceful 
one of turning over the sod that has lain 
untilled for centuries and of creating past- 
ures, wheat-fields, gardens, and homes 
where now is a wilderness. They have no 
right to be there, for the land belongs to the 
Indians by the plighted faith of the United 
States. But is that any reason for bombard- 
ing them with long-range guns? There has 
been from the beginning of these attempts of 
farmers to settle on the Indian Territory a 
very singular zeal on the part of the War 
Department to shoot them off. Expedition 
after expedition has been sent against them, 
but the Government never raises a finger nor 
aims a gun against the wealthy trespassers 
on the public lands and the Indian lands of 
the United States. They are left free to 
create duchies on the lands preserved by the 
law to the people, whil® the poor settlers are 
to be shot. 

if the War Departmeat has Colonels of the 
regular army, and companies of disciplined 
troops, and Hotchkiss long-range guns with 
which to shoot settlers, why does it not turn 
all this enginery of war against the foreign 
millionaires, and Earls, ahd Lords from 
abroad who haye squatted on millions of 
acres of public land, inclosed them with 
hundreds of miles of barb-wire fence, and 
have erected an impassable barrier to the 
settlement of the country by men of small 
means? It would be intolerable to see a 
Government like ours used to favor rich 
Americans at the expense of the poor Amer- 
iean. But words cannot be found to fitly 
describe the policy which hurls dattal- 
ions against the poor American elt 
izen when he attempts to trespass and 
gives an indulgent and ample immunity 
to the titled trespasser from abroad who 
steals by the wholesale and defies the laws 
of the country of which he does not even 
take the trouble to become a citizen. This 
preference of our Government for the class 
of land-thieves whe, having stolen the land 
of the people of England, have now come 
over here to steal the land of our people is a 
deliberate one. The same law that permits 
the use of the army ef the United States to 
shoot at long range the settlers on the Indian 
Territory would permit the use of troops for 
the purpose of evicting the foreign Barons 
and monopolists who are stealing millions of 
acres Of Western land. Who pulls the 
strings in the army Which keep soldiers 
hustling after the Oklahoma boomers and 
leave alien millionaires to inclose commons 
—in the English style—by the square mile ? 


THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 

The shiftless Southern way of doing things 
appears to have made a financial wreck of 
the New Orleans Exposition before it is fair- 
ly under way. The money appropriated by 
the Government has been so mismanaged, 
squandered, and diverted from its legitimate 
purposes that it is gone, and gone so hope- 
lesly that the Government will never see a 
cent of it again. In the absence of other 
funds we understand it became necessary to 
open the expositien months before it was 
reaty in order to get money enough to pay 
for consignments by railroad or steamer in- 
tended for the exposition, and for other pur- 
poses, Which should have been met by the 
people of New Orleans. It is already 
$290,000 in debt according to the dispatches. 
The creditors are clamorous. . Employés of 
all kinds remain unpaid. There ts iil-feeling 
between the exhibiters and the directors, and 
has been from the very first... The result 
is that the exposition as it now stands is not 
a whit more interesting or attractive than 
that which is yearly held in Chicago, al- 
though it makes pretensions of being an oc- 
casion of world-wide importance. 

The causes of this disaster are perteptible 
enough. In the firet place, it was opened

two months too soon. The beautiful months 
in New Orleans are March, April, and May. 
From December until the middle of February 
the weather is unpleasant—chilly rains pre- 
vail, the atmosphere is about of the quality 


which we experienced yesterday and the day 


before, and the roads are muddy and travel- 
ing bad. Again, if was opened long before 
it was ready. It is not even now ready for 
opening, and it is questionable under the 
present managers whether it will ever be. 
It is located back of the city at a distance 
corresponding with the distance of our South 
Park from the business centre, and with no 
conveniences’ for getting to it, The 
cars are small, one-mule, bob-tail con- 
cerns. The road in its muddy condition 
is well-nigh impassable for carriages, and if 
one goes to the grounds by steamer he has to 
walk through half a mile of mud to get to 
the buildings. There should have been 
enough economy practiced to have built an 
easy and well-paved road to the grounds, 
The money was also wasted in expensive 
buildings. Several of them were not needed 
at all and have no connection with an indus- 
trial exposition, while the othets were put 
up without much reference to economical 
uses. 

All these causes have combined to pre- 
cipitate the New Orleans Exposition into its 
present troubles, but there is another more 
Important and direct than any or all of these. 
There is not the population in that country 
to support a great exposition. It cannot be 
found in New Orleans or Louisiana. The 
nearest Southern cities are Galveston to the 
west, Vicksburg and Memphis to the north, 
and Mobile to the east, all small places; and 
these.cannot be relied upon to send more 
than a few hundreds of people, and they are 
hundreds of miles away. What is there left 
to draw from? The country towns are small 
and poor, and the cities of St. Louis, Louis- 
ville, and Cincinnati are a long way off; and 
the Northern people are not inclined to go to 
New Orleans in this disagreeable season, to 
suffer discomfort, to.put up with uncertain 
entertainment, for the pleasure of attending 
an exposition which is not yet half open. 
The grand mistake of all, perhaps, was in 
holding the exposition so soon. It may be 
questioned whether the Lower Mississippi is 
yet ready to make an international exposi- 
tion. The disaster which has overtaken the 
New Orleans Exposition through reckless 
expenditure and shiftless management, and 
which may compel its directors to make 
further appeals to Congress for help, is 
sufficient proof that the whole project was 
premature.

PRINCE AUE . 

VIENNA. Jan. 6.—Prinee Adolph Wilhelm 
Daniel Auersperg died here today. 

[Prince Adolph Wilhelm Daniel Auersperg, an 
Austrian statesman, son of Prince Wiibelm Auers- 
perg, was born July 21, 1821, and began life as a sol- 
dier, entering the service at an early age, and con- 
tinuing in it as a Major in the Prince Dune Dra- 
goons up to a comparatively recent date. His 
name was definitly struck from the army list only 
in the spring of 1870, on his appointment to the , 
Governorship of Saisburg. The & po- 
litieal career commenced in February, 1867, when 
he was returned as member of the Bohemian Diet 
by the landed interests of that province. Ten 
months later, on Count Hartig’s resignation, he 
was appointed President of the Bohemian Diet 
(Oberstiand Marschall), continuing in that office 
until 1870, and distinguishing himself by compe- 
tent and energetic administration, siding, however, 
strongly with the Germans. In January, 1869, he 
was nominated life member of the Upper Cham- 
ber, im the discussions of which he took 
a conspicuous part. His appointment to the Gov- 
ernorship of Salzburg (March 17, 1870) caused 
great dissatisfaction to the allied party of Federal- 
ists and Clericals, wno emphatically demanded his 
dismissal. Throughout bis term of office he had 
remained strictly faithful to the Constitution, and 
Opposed even the slightest deviation from the es- 
tablished laws. He was appointed President of the 
Austrian Ministry on the retirement of Count 
Beust, Nov. 25, 1871. The Cabinet of Prince Avers- 
perg. after many fruitiess attempts to secure a 
working majority in the Reichsrath, gave up the 
task, and the Lower House was dissolved May 22, 
1879. The German Constitutional party, of which 
this Cabinet was the representative and which had 
almost unjnterruptedly been in power for twelve 
years, had split up into factions, owing chiefly to 
strong differences of opinion among its members 
as to the policy of the Government with regard to 
the Eastern question and the maintenance of the 
army establishment; and it was found impossible 
to reunite them. Under these circumstances an 
appeal to the country was imperative, and arrange- 
ments were at once made for a general election. 
As soon as the result of the elections was known 
Prince Auersperg’s Ministry resigned, and Aug. 13 
Count Taafe, the late Minister of the Interior, was 
charged with the formation of a new Cabinet. ]

The Passenger Agents Shy About 
Pooling the Bast-Bound 
Traffic. . 
A Record of Fines for Violations’ of 
the California Passenger 
Agreement. 


Alleged Rate-Outting ElsewhereJudge 
Oooley’s Awards Meeting of Trank- 
Line Presidents. 


Mr. Pierson’s Proposed: Agreement to 
Pool East-Bound Passenger Trafiic. 
The General Passenger Agents of the roads 

running east from this city met again with 
Vice-Chairman Pierson of the Joint Executive 
Committee at Mr. Moore's office yesterday, and 
further considered the proposed plan submitted 
by Mr. Pierson for pooling east-bound 
passenger business from this city. At 
the conclusion of the meeting the 
roads were no nearer an agreement than when 
they adjourned the day before. The Lake 
Shore and Michigan Centra) would not recede 
from the position they have taken heretofore— 
namely: that the system of paying commis- 
sions to scalpers and outsiders must be stamped 
out before they will consent to join a pool or 
enter into a new agreement for the 
maintenance of The Chicago 
& Grand Trunk receded somewhat 
from the position taken the day previous. The 
representative of the road said if he was al- 
lowed to pay commissions to three ticket- 
brokers in this city and to steamship agents he 
would join in the formation of the proposed 
pool, but the Vanderbilt roads refused to ac- 
cept this. Vice-Chairman Pierson labored 
bard to convince the representatives of 
the various roads that his pro- 
posed agreement offered the best means 
for an amicable settiement of the difficulties, 
and that it would insure the maintenance of 
rates better/tban any proposition that had yet 
been made. Another meeting will be held at 
10 o'clock this morning to make one more ef- 
fort to bring about an amicable adjustment of 
tus east-bound passenger-rate troubles. Mr. 
Pierson still entertains strong hopes 
that his proposed for pool 
ing the business adopted. 
The new agreement proposed by Mr. Pierson 
provides that for the purpose of securing the 
maintenance of rates at Chicago to 
Eastern points the Chicago lines will enter 
upon a division of the passengers between the 
initial lines. Each company sball report to 
the Chairman of the locab committee within 
five days after the close of each month the 
number of tickets of all classes sold by 
it for tne preceding month. The per cent of 
business of each ciass to which each company 
is entitled from the whole business out of Chi- 
cago east-bound to the territories described in 
the agreement shall be determined as follows: 
Statistics showing the number of passengers 
carried by each road for the year 1884 shall 
be prepared by the Opairman and presented to 
the members of the local committee for 
consideration. Within three days thereafter 
each party shall present to the Chairman, un- 
der seal, his claim for the percentage to which 
he believes himself ontitied, such agree- 
mentin writing as he may desire to present, 
these agreements to be read before the local 
committee, which shall have a day appointed 
for such further oral discussion as 
may de deemed necessary, after which the 
Chairman shall within twenty-four hours name 
the percentage to which each line shall be en- 
titled. If these are not agreed to by the com- 
mittee the matter shall go to arbitrauon, the 
arbitrator to be furnished with all statements 
and arguments, and his decision shall be final. 
No change shall be made in the percentages 
thus established within three months from the 
time of their taking effect, unless the arbitrator 
should find that an error or mistake has oc- 
curred which be may desire to correct. It 
shall be the duty of the Chairman of the local 
committee to compile a statement showing the 
number of passengers of all classes carried by 
the several roads and the number which each 
road is over or short of its agreed propor- 
tion. In case it is found that any 
line is unable to secure its alloted pro- 
portion of any class of business, the line 
thus in deficit may, with the formal consent of 
the committee, take such measures as are in 
bis judgment best calculated to secure its 
proper proportion and no technical or unim- 
portant objection shall be raised to prevent 
any such line thus ig deficit from securing its 
awarded percentage. Ali reductionsin rates 
or other methods to seeure business 
for the purpose stated heretofore shall be 
at once reported to the Chairman of the local 
committee, and all concessions, whether reduc- 
tious in rate or anything eise which may have 
the effect to neutralize the intent of the agree- 
ment, shall be taken up by the local committee 
from time to time, as circumstances may re- 
quire, and be disposed of in the way which 
would best serve to carry out the provisions 
and intention of the agreement.

Paul by Mr. Jones for cutting second-class 
rates, and, these charges being sustained, the 
company was fined by the arbitrator $50. Thus 
within one month four violations of the agree- 
ment were proven and $200 in fines paid. If 
the agreement is not better maintained here- 
after another war on California passenger rates 
may be expected to break out very soon.

They 
claim the railway company makes cheap 
rates from points in the United

based on distances. At a recent meeting of

BROCK WAT S EXTRA PAY: 
JUDGE WILSON DECIDES THAT THE COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS MUST KEEP THEIR HANDS 

OFF IT. 

The decision of greatest public interest 
among the forty-six cases disposed of yesterday 
by the Appellate Court was that of the county 
against ex-Recorder Brockway, in which the 
latter scored a complete victory over the Coun- 
ty Board. This was asuitto recover $500 for 
a half year’s services as manager of the Ab- 
stract Department of the Recorder's office. 
From 1876 upto 1888 Brockway haa deducted 
$1,000 yearly from tne fees of the Absfract De- 
partment as compensation for his services 
in addition to his reguiar salary as Re- 
corder, and the County Board allowed it until, 
owing to a quarrel, they refused to give him 
any extra compensation, and brongbt suit to 
recover the last half-year’s extra salary. The 
board held they bad no power to ae extra 
compensation, and also that Brockway could 
not legally receive more than his stated salary 
of $8,000. He contended that the business of 
making abstracte and certifymg to the same 
was no part ofa Recorder's duties, nor were 
his feés from that department any part of his 
emoluments of office as Recorder. On the trial 
in the Superior Court Judge Smith held that 
the Recorder was not entitled to any extra 
compensation, but Judge Wilson yesterday re- 
versed the judgment of the court below. Aft-

NAUGHTY CHRISTINE JOHNSON. 
THIS TIME SHE IS ARRESTED ON THE CHARGE 
OF ARSON—A REMARKABLE HISTORY. 


Christine Johnson, who some time ago ac- 
cused Officer O'Halloran of seduction, is now 
confined in the Desplaines Street Station, 
charged with arson by Mrs. Patton of No. 198 
West Madison street. Four days ago the Johnson 
girl was refused a dress which she had made 
at the shop of the complainant because of her 


inability to pay cash for it. She offered an old 
dress as compensation, but was told to keep 
away from the piace till she got some money. 
She left after threatenmg, it is said, to m 
Mrs. Patton trouble. Sunday night she is said 
to have been seen leaving Mrs. Patton's room, 
which ten minutes later was found to be on 
fire. Several dresses and cloaks, valued at 
$150 in all, were destroyed. The case was 
placed in the hands of Detective Hanley, who, 
finding evidence of the Johnson girl's guilt, ar- 
rested her. Before leaving the room where 
she was arrested she took a bottle of wine 
from the shelf, Detective Hanley says, and of- 
fered him a drink, which he refused. She 
thereupon poured out wine for herself, before 
drinking which she mixed with it a dark brown 
powder. On arriving at the station she was 
seized with spasms, vomited blood, ana feigned 
insanity, just as she did at the County Hospital 
some weeks ago, when she claimed to have 
been poisoned by Officer O'Halloran. Yester- 
day morning she tore off her clothes, tied them 
around her neck, and tried to choke herself to 
death. Durmg the afternoon she became so 
violent that she was sent to the County Jail to 
be cared for. 

Though havmg the appearance of an inno- 
cent girl, Christine Johnson has a history 
somewhat novel. She came to Chicago with 
her first husband, Henry Jonnson, a machinist, 
seven years ago, but on account of her infidel- 
ity was soon left to shift for herself. She then 
went to Denver, and from there to Pueblo. 
While in the latter piace she occupied a room 
adjoining a jewelry store, which two months 
after her arrival was burglarized to the extent 
of 81.500 in rings, chains, and trinkets. She 
was suspected and watched, and was eventu- 
aily found, it is said, to be distributing jewel- 
ry ornaments among ber friends. On be 
arrested she was taken with bysterics, t 
to hang herself, and feigned insanity un she 
was released as irresponsible. She

in the dress pocket of Christine Johnson. 

She was arrested, but told the story when in 
court that she was the victim of an attempted 
outrage on the part of the Police Marshal, and 
excited pablic sentiment against him till be 
narrowly escaped lynching. Two years ago 
she reappeared in this city as housekeeper for 
a Milwaukee avenue horse-car conductor. 
While with him she tried to commit suicide by 
hanging herself to one of the pegs in a clothes- 
press. She eventually made the conductor de- 
fendant in a breach-of-promise suit and in- 
volved him in litigations which swallowed up a 
house, lot. and a little sum of money which he 
had iaid by. He is now astreet beggar. She 
was brought before Justice Brayton some 
months ago for personating a female detective. 
She accused Officer O'Halloran of trying to 
poison ber the night of Nov. 22. She is said, 
moreover, to have extracted money from a 
large number of men on the West Side by 
threatening breach-of-promise suits. 


MRS. BROOKS MAY RETURN. 
A SENSATION RECALLED BY A DECISION BY THE 
APPELLATE COURT. 

Feb. 27, 1884, Stanley B. Sexton recovered a 
verdict for $68,044 against Mrs. Brooks on a 
bond which bad been signed by her husband, 
J. P. Brooks, in 1873. Mr. Brooks was one of 
the sureties of Henry M. Curtis, Sexton’s 
guardian, who owed his ward $55,000. As Mr. 
Brooks was dead, suit was brought against his 
widow, who had inherited his whole estate, 
valued at $850,000. Mrs. Brooks was at. the 
Palmer House when the verdict was given, 
and, as it was believed she intended leaving 
soon for Europe, Sexton procured an order to 
prevent ber from leaving the State, as she had 
with her more than enough to satisfy the judg- 
ment. An officer was in charge of Mrs. Brooks, 
and he kept his — on her several days, the 
affair creating quite a sensation. In the mean- 
time her attorney ved to quash the wri 
ne exeat, and this was done by Judge par 
Owing to an informality, while Sexton's lawyer 
was preparing a new petition, a friend of Mrs. 
Brooks chartered a locomotive, and when the 
second writ was issued she was over the Indi- 
ana line and safe from arrest. She has not 
been in Chicago since that time. 

The ne exeat proceeding was pushed along, 
was sustained in the lower court, and was then 
appealed to the Appellate Court by Mrs. 
Brooks, who naturally did not want to be kept 
out of Chicago during her life-time. Yesterday 
the Appellate Court gave its decision, reversing 
the finding of the lower court. Mrs. Brooks 
was notified of this, and, it is not impossibie, 
may now return to Chicago, which she can do 
witn safety. 


THE M’NAMEE MURDER. 
KENNA HELD BY THE CORONER'S JURY. 
The inquest on the body of John McNamee, 
who was shot and killed by Michael Kenna last 
Sunday night in a boarding-house at No. 282 
South Canal street, was held yesterday by Dep- 
uty-Coroner Barrett. 
Bridget Sullivan, keeper of the board

BLOCKING THE SIDEW ALES. 

THE CITY PROSECUTING A NUMBER OF OFFEND- 
ERS BEFORE JUDGE GARY—THE CLARK-BRAD- 
SHAW ASSAULT CASE. 

Judge Gary’s quasi-criminal docket promises 
to give him employment durmg the present 
week. The cases prosecuted by the city were 
all heard through yesterday, the most impor- 
tant one being the case of the city against 
Joseph Solomon, who was charged with occu- 
pying the public sidewalk in front of his place 
of business with his goods, thereby violating 
Sec. 1,960 of the municipal code. Judge Gary 


said no city official, including even the Mayor, 
had the authority to grant toaperson the 
privilege of using the sidewalks for the piling 
of goods. City Prosecutor M. R. M. Wallace 
asked the court the object of prosecuting iso- 
lated cases when 60 many merchants were 
daily violating the ordinance. If these men 
were guilty of taking and using space de- 
signed for the use of the public, 
and set apart for that purpose by 
the provisions of a city ordinance, he wanted 
to prosecute every one of them, and all at once 
if need be. The court said he wanted to reflect 
upon the matter, and would take it under ad- 
visement.

Oils were 
steady. Coal and pig-iron were quoted as before. 

Beans dropped 25¢ with a quiet market. The 
choice kinds of broom-corn were in good demand 
at unchanged prices. Eggs were weaker and fell 
le. The market for green fruits was very quiet, 
the only changes being that fresh receipts of 
Fiorida oranges and choice lemons went up 250. 
Potatoes remained unchanged. The poultry and 
game markets were very quiet, with turkeys 2c and 
chickens lc lower, with quail and prairie chickens 
20e less per doz. There was hardly anything doing 
in vegetables. The scrub or common sorts of celery 
dropped 56. There is no demand here for the finer 
brands of this esculent, such as “Mammoth.” etc. 
They are shipped all over the country and to Cana- 
Ga, and it is difficult to fill the orders fast enough. 
The truth is that the great majority of the resi- 
dents of Chicago do not know what is in the mar- 
ket, and their want of knowledge in this respect is 
therefore grossly imposed upon. The wool mar- 
ket continued dull, with very few sales, prices re- 
maining unchanged.

8 Blodgett's 
Decision — The Astronomical 
Society’s Claim. 


The Decision Will Not Affect the School—A 
Sketch of the Progress of the 
Tnstitut: 


Judge Blodgett’s court-room was crowded 
yesterday morning with lawyers and other in- 
terested parties to bear his decision in the 
$150,000 foreciosure case against the Universi- 
ty of Chicago. The facts of the case, which 
are pretty well known, are substantially these: 


In April, 1856, Stephen A. Douglas agreed to 


donate the ten-acre tract on which the univer- 
sity now stands to the purposes of a university 
on condition that a $100,000 building should be 
erected on the ground within a certain time, 
and that the property should never be sold or 
alienated. In September, 1858, Douglas gave 
an absolute deed of the property to the univer- 
sity without any condition or restriction, and 
about the same time, as President of the Board 
of Trustees, executed a trust-deed for $25,000 
on the land to secure a loan for that amount. 
In April, 1864, another loan of $15,000 
was negotiated with the Union Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company, it having 
previously bought up the bonds evidencing 
the prior indebtedness, and a new trust-deed 
‘was given for the whole amount. In August, 
1866, $25,000 more was borrowed, and in July, 
1869, another $25,000 of the same company, and 
‘a new trust-dieed given. Finally, in 1876, all 
these loans, together with accrued interest, 
were consolidated and a new trust-deed for 
$150,000 given, to foreclose which the present 
suit was brought. 

The Judge in deciding the case said that on 
the evidence it seemed that the limitation of 
inalienability imposed by Douglas was fully 
waived. The absolute deed of las to the 
university without any condi was very 
strong, if not conclusive evidence. It seemed 
as though Douglas, if he had not intended to 
waive the element of inalienability, would have 
inserted it in the final deed, where it properly 
ought to have appeared, instead of depending 
on it as it stood in the mere extension mem- 
orandum of the contract. More than that, at 
the meeting of the Board of Trustees when the 
joan of the first $25,000 was authorized the 
trustees also passed a resolution thanking 
Judge Dougias for his liberality in waiving the 
terms of bis original contract. It must there- 
fore be held that the restriction and alienation 
was wholly waived; and that the university 
took by ite deed from Judge Douglas an un- 
limited, indefeasibie title. 

THE EXECUTION OF THE TRUST-DEED. 

The remaining question then was whether 
the execution of the trust-deed was beyond the

One of the the conditions was that company 
should not be lable in any case for more 
than ten times the price of the message, 
and then only if notice of any loss or damage was 
given to the company within thirty ders after it 
occurred, Judge Wilson said the only question was 
as to whether the failure of the firm to present 
their ciaim for damages within the prescribed thir- 
ty days was nota bar to their claim. Such a pro- 
vision as to limitation of time was reasonable and 
valid. But the evidence failed to show that such 
limitation was assented to by the firm. The Su- 
preme Court had decided that whether the printed 
matter on the blank was a part ofthe contract or 
not was a question of fact to be determined by the 
circumstances of the case. It was claimed, how- 
ever, thatin the present case the message con- 
tained words expressing an agreement by the send- 
er to the printed conditions and a request that the 
message be sent subject thereto. That fact did not 
alter the rule. If evidence was necessary to show 
assent to the printed contract evidence was also 
requisit to show by which words the sender 
assented to the contract. Even though the thirty- 
day rule was reasonable, it was not binding on tne 
firm if they bad no notice of it, and there was no 
such evidence in the present case. 


A Question of Interest to Commission Men.

Items. 

A bill for separate maintenance was filed yester- 
day in the Superior Court by Maria Vollmutn 
against her husband, Michael Volimuth, whom she 
charges with cruelty and threats to kill her.

MADAME ARLINE. 
An Examination Before Master in Chan- 
cery Sherman—Her Story in 


Probability that Her Offer to Pay the Duties

Mrs. Fannie A. McLaughlin, who gave the 
name of Mme. Arline when her goods were 
seized at the Palmer House, was interrogated 
before Master in Chancery Sherman yesterday 
afternoon, she having filed a petition in the 
United States District Court asking that ber 
case be referred to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury.
